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A B-l and B-2 visa, number BNN806, was issued to Dr. Kurt Billmaier 
on January 9, 1963, valid unt il _19 j 63L. with unlimited applications. He 
possessed, at that time, German passport number 5777069 issued in Berlin 
on January 2, 1954. He stated that he planned to travel to North and 
South America, visiting and on business in behalf of a German company, 
Didier Werke A.G. in Wiesbaden, Germany, and presented a letter from his 
company to that effect,

The CAS representative suggested that the Department might want to 
coordinate action on this case with CIA with a view toward not revoking 
Dr. Billmaier* s visa if he is in the United States until it is ascertained 
— whether or not the FBI might wan.* to become active in the case. The Bnbaa< 
would appreciate the Department’s comments and opinion on this case. 
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
